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CANONIZING OF SAINTS| EA 


INTERESTING CEREMONY 1A 
CATHOLIC CHURCH. 


Two Degrees of Sanctfty Are Recog- 
nized, That of Blessed and That of 
Saint—Many Years Are Frequently 
Taken Up In Process of Canoniza- 
tion—Devil’s Advocate Appears to 
Present Case Against Saint. 


Apro of the fact that Joan of 
gin te 40 be created a.*setnt” at Bas- 
ter, it is interesting to note how 
gaints are canonized in the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

There are two recognised degrees of 
sanctity—that of Blessed and that of 
Saint. The first is known by the de- 


exee of beatification, which is nearly 
always 4 stage on the road to canonl- 
sation. Before 


: the Church will re- 
commend for the veneration of the 
faithtul any departed spirit she re- 
quires of eminent virtue and 
two d miracles wrought 
by or threagh the intercession of the 


jperson to -be honored. 


There are thirteen or fourteen steps 
in-the process of beatification, =, 
ing always ower some years, an 
somneliuaes from one century to anoth- 
er. The first step is # formal inquiry 
by the bishap of the diocese as to 
the reputation of the person proposed 
for the decree. If this is satisfac- 
tory, another inquiry takes place to 
see if all the requirements of the Bull 
of Urban VIEL have been complied 
with. The acts and minutes of these 
inquiries. are then sent to the Con- 
gregation-o? Rites. 

A solemm court is held and a person 
is elected to-the position of the Dev- 
i’s Adwoeste, whose duty it is to show 
cause why the decree should not be 
issued. The jon then con- 
sider the report appoint a spe- 
cial commission to imvestigate the 
charges. This stage takes about ten 
years. After that, if all is satisfac- 
tory, the “process” is served and the 
holy person is entitled to be called 
“Venerable.” Several other stages of 
a sinmmlar nature take place,.and then, 
if everything is satisfactory, the cere- 
mony of beatification is performed at 
the Vatican. The decree declares the 
recipient to be among the citizens of 
Heaven and accords him the title of 
“Blessed,” but the festivities in his 
honor, inctuding the veneration of his 
image and relics, are only of local 
signrficance. 

Canonization only follows on fresh 
evidence of miraculous powers being 
performed by the Beatus. In the 
ease of Yertyrs, all that is needed 
is proof 4{ preparation for true mar- 
tyrdom. 

The first step is taken in the county 
or diocese of the. servant of God by 
the ordinary, who sets up his court 
and examines witnesses on the exist- 
ence of a reputation for sanctity.

No Reason for Panic, Says Joha 
Leyland in the London 
Chronicle. 


John Leyland, writing in the 
London Chronicle, says: 

There appears to have beep: a 
good deal of loose talking and 
writing on the subject of British 
and German shipbuilding and the 
promise of the future. No cause 
for a panic or immediate alarm 
exists, but there is every reason 
for vigilance and zealous prepara- 
tion, as I shall endeavor tu show. 

We are not without some grounds 
of certainty as to what Germany is 
doing. That the Dreadnoughts 
Nassau and Westfalen will be com- 
pleted in the autumn of the pre- 
sent year has been announced. The 
former, through some mischance, 
sank in the basin at Wiinelmshaven 
and men to the number of 8,000 
have been working night and day 
on that ship and a sister vessel to 
make good the delay, and there can 
be no doubt that both the Nassau 
and Westfalen will be ready at the 
appointed time. The Rheinland 
and Posen, which were begun three 
months later—i.e.. in the summer 
of 1907—will be ready at about the 
Same time or a few weeks later. 
They are being built at the Vulkan 
yard, Stettin, and the Germnnia 
(Krupp) yard, Kiel, which are out- 
pacing the Government dockyards. 
Thus we nave four Dreaanoughts. 

TWENTY TO SEVENTEEN. 

There are three others building 
at Wilkhelmshaven; the Howland 
yard, Kiel (which has sprung into 
hew importance in assuciation with 
Krupp); and the Weser yard, Bre- 
men; and these, begun in the sum 
mer of last year, will be completed 
befure the end of 1910 or early in 
191). So much, then, is certain 
with regard seven German 
Dreadnoughts.

ALFONSO’S LIFE ONE OF TIRE- 
LESS ENERGY. 


Works to Premote Advancement of 
Spain—Little Time to 
Amusemeat. 


A complete examination of the 
many details of the daily dife of 
King Alfonso XIII. of Spain, would 
be well night impossible. All the 
world is aware of his tireless ep- 
ergy and activity, and although a 
portion of the Spanish press, re- 
cently, with some considerable 
bitterness, censured his Majesty’s 
love of sport, the monarch does not 
by any means neglect the affairs of 
state. Very progressive. he earnest- 
ly tries to promote the advance- 
ment and well-being of the land 
over which he rules. 

Don Alfonso is usually dressed 
at 7.30 a.m., and ready to peruse 
the morning papers, go through 
his mail and attend to important 
despatches. 

At about 9 o'clock the early 
breakfast is served, the King al- 
ways taking his meal in private 
with the other members of the 
royal family. This invariably con- 
sists of cafe au lait. soft boiled 
eggs, chicken, either cold or grill- 
ed, and fruit. 


LUNCH AT 1.30. 


After this the Minister on duty 
for the day is received, and every 
Thursday there is a Cabinet Coun- 
cil presided over by the King.

RUSE RESULTED IN CAPFURE 
OF CRIMINALS. 


The Prisoners Put Up a Vigoreus 
Defence, But Were Gather- 
ered In. 


Newcastle (England) Magistrates 
heard a story of a remarkable 
struggle which took place on the

Of all the*hardtack breads of the 
‘universe L have found by actual 
lexperience the small-ringed bread 
lof Siberia the most substantial.

| Railroad this white ring bread

| dt is made without salt or yeast 
| and is first steamed, then lightly

baked to expe! the moisture. Some 
curious uses were made of these 
i breads by the engineers. When 
roaked in hot pure talluw for a few 
moments till they sank, they were 
used in soups or soaked in and 
(eaten with tea during the severe 
winter months. This tallow bread 
}was considered the most heat-pro- 
ducing article in the dietary. It 
should be utilized by our Arctic 
explorers.

Also, 
they shculd know how to use both 
adze and auger. They should 
learn ploughing both with mould. 
board and disc ploughs (the latter 
seldom used at home, but almost 
invariably used here on large es- 
tates). They should be taught to 
milk well, to handle horses, and 
drive a dray. Single men, in ad- 
dition should know how to make a 
fire in the open and bake a damper 
All should be able to kill and cut 
up a sheep.

| ‘I'wo important questions were dis- 
;cussed byZthe House last week, sep- 
‘arate and distinct, but by a strange 
coincidence having a close relation to 
‘each other. The one was on the subject 
‘of Canada’s sbare in the defence of the 
| Empire, and the other had relation to 
‘a loan of $10,000,000 to the Grand 
| Trunk Pacific Company. 

| Defence of Empire, 

| The first question arose out of a re- 
solution moved by Mr. Foster to the 
effect that Canada should no longer de 
lay in assuming her proper share of 
‘the responsibility and financial burden 


‘incident to the suitable protection of 
her exposed coast line and great sea- 
| ports. 


This resolution was presented at a 
time when an agitation, fostered and 
encouraged by the war party in Eng- 
land was at white heat. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier met the situation with his 
usual calm, statesmanlike grasp of 
conditions, and submitted to the House 
an amended resolution which was pass- 
ed unanimously, 


Resolution, 

“This house fully recognizes the 
duty of the people of Canada, as they 
increase in numbers and wealth, to as- 
sume in larger measure the responsi- 
bilities of national defence : 

“This house is of opinion that under 
the present constitutional relations be- 


. 


‘tween the mother country and the 


self-governing dominions, the payment 
of regular coutributionsto tbe imperial 
treasury for paval and military pur: 
poses would not, so far as Canada is 
concerned, be the most satisfactory 
eolution of the question of defence ; 

“The house will cordially approve 
of any necessary expenditure desigaed 
to promote the speedy organization of 
a Canadian naval service in co-opera- 
tion with, and in close relation to, the 
imperial navy, along the lines suggest- 
ed by the admiralty at the last imper- 
ial conference, and in full sympathy 
with the view that the naval suprem- 
acy of commerce, the safety of the em- 
pire, and the peace of the world ; 

“The house expresses its firm con 
viction that whenerer the need arises 
‘the Canadian people will be found 
ready and willing tomake any sacri- 
fice that is required to give to the im- 
peria! authorities the most loyal and 
bearty co-operation in every move- 
ment forthe maintenance of the in- 
tegr ty and the bonor of the empire.” 


Premier's Patriotic Statement. 
Sir Wilfrid wisely declined to be 
carried away from what has been the 
sett! d nohev and daliherata eanree laid 
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with the autonomy which Canada 
now enjoys. 
What Canada Has Done. 

Sir Wilfrid combatted the idea that | 
Canada had been derelict in her duty | 
with regard to preparations for defence. 
He showed tbat the militia expendi- | 
tures had risen from two and a half 
millions in 1902 to six and a half mil-| 
lions in 1908. That the garrisons of | 
Halifax and Esquimalt had been taken | 
over from the Imperial authorities and 

the British taxpayer relieved to that 
extent. A permanent force had been 
organized, and instruction camps or- | 
ganized. Armsand ammunition had) 

| been provided and 50,000 men had 

been drilled. Sir Wilfrid referred to 

the praise which Lord Roberts bestow: 

ed upon the Canadian forces which 

took part in the review at the ‘Tercen- 

tenary. 

Sir Wilfrid admitted that Canada 
was behind in the developement of 
naval defences, but hejsaid the, Govern- 
ment would undertake this work also, 
and do it immediately. 

No Dreadnought Wanted. 

The Prime Minister deprecated tak- 
ing any such spasmodic action as the 
giving of a“Dreadnought.” His idea 
of assisting in Imperial defence was to 
consult with the British naval author- 
ities, as had been done in military af- 
fairs. through the council of defence 
in London, and having organized a 
plan. carry it out in Canada with our 
own resources and out of our own 
money. This was the policy which 
commended itself to the Government, 

Must Uphold the Empire. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier concluded.a pat~ 
riotic, eloquent speech by saying that 
the supremacy of the British Empire 
is absolutely esseatial, not only to the 
Empire, but to the civilization of the 
world. He had no hesitation in say- 
ing that the supremacy of the British 
Empire on the seas mst be maintain- 
ed in the highest degree of efficiency it 
has occupied the last hundred years. 
“T have no hesitation,” said Sir Wil- 
frid, “in saying that if the day should 
come when the supremacy of Britain 
on the high seas will be challenged it 
will be the duty of all the daughters 
of the nation to close around the old 
mother land and makearampart about 
her to ward off any attack.” Should 
it come Sir Wilfrid said he would 
deem it his duty to devote what would 
be left of his life and energy to stump 
the country and endeavour to impress 
upon his fellow-countrymep, especial- 
ly his compatriots in the province of 
Quebec, the conviction that the salva- 
tion of England is the salvation of our 
own country, apd thereiag lies the 
guaranty of our civil and religious 
freedom and everything we value in 
this life. These are the sentimen's 
which animate the Government. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier gave tothe de- 
bate a lofty, statesmanlike tone, and 
the spirit of true patriotism, calm and 
deliberate, made a deep impressiun up: 
on the House the result was that the 
resolution as amended by the Premier 
met with theunanimous approval of 
Parliament. 

Grand Trunk Pacific Loan. 

The other item of supreme import- 
ance to Canada was the resolution of- 
fered by Hon. Mr. Fielding, providing 
for a loan of $10,000,000 to the Grand 
Teunk Pacitic to assist the company 
in meeting the unexpectedly large iu- 
crease in the cost of the prairie section 
of the road. 

It will be recalled that such an oper- 
ation is not new in Canadian politica: 
history. In 1884the Canadian Pacitic 
Railway was constrained to apply to

Why it is Wanted. 

Mr. Fielding reviewed the reasons 
which bad made it necessasy for the 
company to appeal to the Government 
When providing for the money to con: 
struct the prairie section it wa- 
thought that the cost would not exceed 
$23,482 per mile, but in consequenc- 
of increasing the distance of the prairie 
section one hundred and thirty mile: 
farther west than was contemplated 
tbe high standard of construction 
made necessary by the terms of the 
agreement, increased cost of labor, 
rails and all other material, it is found 
that an additional $10,000,000 will be 
necessary. 

The present unfavorable condition of 
the money market would result in the 
bonds being sold at @ discount, the 
Government will therefore take them 
at par and hold them in the meantime 
receiving 4 per cent interest on the 
money. 

Operation is Safe One. 

Mr. Fielding said that he bad the 
greatest confidence in lending the 
credit of the Government to this un- 
dertaking. The risk is small, and in 
the interests of the National Transcon- 
tinental Railway, the interests of the 
credit of Canada that the Government 
should show their faith io the enter- 
prise ard lend the money, thus prevent- 
ing the bonds being thrown on the 
market at a sacrifice. 

The Government not only takes a 
mortgage on the road to secure the 
bonds, but has the additional guarap- 
tee of the Grand Trunk Railway of 
Canada. 

Is a National Undertaking. 

Mr. F. F. Pardee spoke in favor of 
the loan, giving as justification the 
fact that the country in 1904 had ex- 
plicity authorized the building of the 
road, and that such suthorization was 
unaccompanied by any reservation as 
tocost. That in 1908 the people had 
endorsed the action of the Government, 
and again confirmed the views held in | 
1904, that the road should be compler- 
ed as rapidly as possible. 

Growth of tne West. 

Mr. Pardee declared that as the road 
was projected in 1904, in consequence 
of the convested condition of traffic, 
there was a still greater necessity to- 
day, bccause of the astounding inc: ease 
in the development of tha Weet. In| 
support ofyhis contention he submitted | 
the following reasons ;— 

Since 1902-5 the Department of the 
Interior alone had expended $6,823 744 
in immigration. This had resulted in 
a@ great infinx of people. 

Nearly 200,000 homesteads 
been granted since 1902-3. 

The population of Canada had in- 
creased over 1,000 000 since 1903. 

The total trade of Canada was grea- 
ter by $178,000,000 than in 1903. 

The receipts from Dominion lands 
are nearly $500,000 more than in 1903 

The receipts from the sale of school 
lands wre $500,000 larger than in 1903.

A WARSHIP’S RAM. 


The Huge Steel Beak Is Capable of In- 
flicting Terrihle Injury. 

A modern ram is nothing more than 

a huge steel beak, or sput, which is 


fitted to the prow of the battleship for | 


the purpose of destroying an enemy’s 
ship in time of war by the force of 
collision. 


other warship the blow, if delivered 
at full speed, would be sufficient to 
crush in the ship’s side and sink her 
immediately. 

A battleship’s ram, welghs about for- 
ty tons and is cast all in one piece. 
It is of solid steel and capable of strik- 
ing a tremendous blow. Shell proof 
a man-of-war may be made, but the 
skill of the naval architect is unequal 
to the task of designing a ship that 
can resist the ram, 

Great care must be exercised in fix- 
ing such a heavy piece of steel. The 
method generally adopted is as fol- 
lows: The ram is suspended from a 
strong derrick, the bottom end of 
which is attached to the extreme end 
of the vessel's keel plates. The gap 
between the ram and the uncompleted 
part, or hull, is walled tight compart- 
ments. The weapon is so fixed that it 
strikes just below tbe armored belt, 
where resistance is weakest, while it 
is so shaped that the ramming vessel 
can by reversing her engines easily 
disentangle herself from the ship she 
bas struck.

Lennox, Mass. 


A despatch from Lennox, Mass., 
says: Six people lost their lives, 
three others were badly burned, 
and a property loss of between

All Hope for Safety of the George
